Grand  Lodge,  the  Ualeigh  Chapter,  or  Hii  am  Lodge.

The  undersigned,  appointed  at  the  last  annual  Communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  "  to  receive  in  charge  the  Jewels  and  other  property  of  John- 
ston Caswell  Lodge,  and  dispose  of  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,"  being  further  authorised  to  deliver  the  property  and  jewels  be- 
longing to  said  Lodge  "into  the  hands  of  the  officers  of  said  Lodge,  if  they 
wish  to  resume  their  work,"  reports,  that  during  the  last  summer  an  inter- 
view was  had  with  a  portion  of  the  late  officers  and  members  of  said  Lodge, 
who  expressed  a  desire  to  continue  the  operations  of  the  Lodge  as  hereto- 
fore; and  the  undersigned  made  arrangements  to  meet  them  at  the  Lodge 
room  in  Warrenton,  in  the  month  of  October  last,  for  the  purpose  of  mak- 
ing arrangements  to  enable  them  to  resume  their  work,  in  pursuance  of  the 
above  recited  resolution;  but  was  disappointed  in  his  expectations  of  being 
at  Warrenton  as  contemplated.  It  would  be  a  complete  sacrifice  of  the 
property  of  the  Lodge  to  attempt  to  make  sale  of  it;  and  as  the  brethren 
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heretofore  belonging  to  the  Lodge  are  desirous  to  continue  it,  the  follow- 
ing resolution  is  respectfully  recommended  to  be  Adopted  by  the  Grand 
Lodge.
